: Washington, July 10 — -The Japan- 
ese embassy authorizes an emphatic 
denial of the report from The Hague 
that Japan has notified the United 
States that if it could not 
control 


the situation 
in San Francisco, the 


Japanese government would feel at 
liberty to deal with California direct. 


Londou, July 10 — England today 


acknowledges a possibility of a war 
between the United States and Japan. 
Confession of this belief is signifi- 
cantly evident in preparations being 
made by the gov-ernment to prevent 
Great Britain from being drawn into 
such a conflict despite her treaty with 
Japan. 
A diligent, study 
of 
the 


treaty has found a loophole whereby 
England may evade on a technicality 
the giving of assistance to her ally 
except in contingencies too remote to 
consider. 


For the first time since the dispute 


between the nations arose, the Eng- 
lish newspapers today speak of war 
as a possibility. 
Now, discussing thd 


attitude Great Britain must assume 
in the event of hostilities they show 
their real fear.

If 
there is war we will at first lose the 
Philippines and the Hawaiian Islands, 
but we would triumph in the end, for 
the United States would build war- 
ships and fight out a victory. We are 
the only nation which can conduct a 
v/ar and set rich at the same time."

Ambulances and patrols trout hospi- 


tals and police stations, and four true ks from the ciiginu houses ha\ e been 
rushed to the scene. The work of recovernisr the dead was l>e«iim almost 
immediately, and at 2 o'clock 13 "men were lying oil the pavement await- 
ing conveyances to take them to hospitals. AVagons and push carts were 
pressed into service and they were rushed to the Howard Hospital, where 
it was found that eight of them were dead and the other seieu severely 
injured. 


In the receiving wards of the Ho ward, Polyclinic, St. Agues, Methodist 


and other hospitals men bleeding and bruised lay on the floor after the cot 
and stretcher supplies had been exhausted. Fourteen bodies had been re- 
ceived at 2:45.

The section of the factory which collapsed was a four story concrete 


addition in course of erection. Nearly one hundred workmen, employed by 
the constructing iiriu having the woik in charge weie-caught by the mass of 
tailing bricks and mortar and ail received injuries that in 
many 
cases 


proved mortal betore they could be extricated. 


The number of dead cannot be estimated at this hour. There are two 


score of workmen unaccounted for whose bodies are believed to lie in the 
masonry and twisted iron.

Chicago, July 10.—With the an-

Miller had re- 


fused to meet a committee from the 
union and that President Small would 
leave for Chicago, came a message 
from Mr. Small to the president ot the 
local union to call a meeting for Sun- 
day to vote on the strike proposition. 
The message also stated that Presi- 
dent Small would be present at the 
meeting and would address the mem- 
bers of the union. President Small 
also informed the local officials that 
he had requested Grand Chief 
Per- 


ham of the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers to be present at the meeting. 
The request for the official of the rail- 
way union is taken to mean that he 
will be asked for the moral support of 
his organization should a strike be 
authorized. 


The indications are that the contro- 


versy between the commercial tele- 
graph companies and their telegraph 
operators will be fought out in Chi- 
cago. 


President Small sent a telegram to 


President Roosevelt 
claiming that 


every honorable means had been ex- 
hausted to secure an adjustment, and 
that he had no hope of a settlement 
without an extensive strike. 


While no official announcement was 


made, it was the general understand- 
ing here that three members of the 
executive committee of commercial 
telegraphers' union who IrJt for San 
Francisco with Labor Commissioner 
Neill would be ordered to return, to 
Chicago.

Paris, July 10. — The tariff agree- 


ment between France and the United 
Btates, brought here by Ambassador 
Jueserand, has been examined by the 
French government. The impressions 
created by the provisions of the agree- 
ment are unfavorable, and it is almost 
certain that France will conclude that 
the tariff concessions asked for by the 
United States are entirely out of pro- 
portion to. what she offers. The prop- 
osition made by the United States is 
practically limited to placing cham- 
pagne on the list of articles included 
In the agreement of 1898 and entitled 
to a 20 per cent reduction under the 
reciprocity clause of the Dlngley law, 
while in return the United States asks 
the minimum tariff on shoes, tools, 
machinery, etc. French officials are 
of the opinion that the reduction of 
the duty on champagne, while 't will 
Involve a considerable loss of revenue 
to the American government, will not 
result in a reduction of the retail price 
of the wine, and that consequently the 
amount imported will not be sig- 
nificantly increased.

France would regard the continua- 


tion of the minimum tariff now in 
force on Porto Rican coffee coming 
Into this country as a fair equivalent 
for the reduction in the American 
tariff on champagne.

DAVID TOD—1862-1864. 


David Tod wrfs the second of Ohio's war governors. He was an able 


speaker and took an active part in the political affairs of his state. In 1888 
he was elected to the state senate as a Democrat and two years later devoted 
his time in canvassing the state for Van Buren, gaining a high reputation for 
oratory during this campaign. In 1S44 he was a candidate for governor on the 
Democratic ticket, but \vns defeated. 
Ill 1SGO he was a delegate to the 


Charleston convention and presided over it when the southern party with- 
drew. He was strongly for the Union and was elected governor in 1861 b} 
the "Republicans, his majority being .".",000. His fame as a war governor ex- 
truded far. His earnest effort to recruit the army, his watchfulness and sym- 
pathy for the Ohio soldiers suffering the hardships of war, his care for their 
families and his vigorous repulse of the invaders of the state make his admin- 
istration a notable one. He served th« national government as minister to 
Brazil from 1847 to Ib52. He wus born at Youngstown in 1S05, and there 
died Nov. 18. 18G8.
